$1,000,000 WORTH OF PELTSy 


TAK ASSESSOR 
BEGINS INQUIRY 
INTO 87 ESTATES 


Will Compare Returns Made by 
Administrators With Probate 
Court Records. 


HAS POST-DISPATCH LIST 


Unofficial Comparison Indicates 
City Has Lost $225,000 a 
Year in These Cases. 


Tax Assessor Schramm, taking advan- 
tage of concrete evidence of 87 specific 
cases of tax dodging disclosed by the 
Post-Dispatch since last June, has be- 
gun a comparison-of the inventories of 
the estates on file in the Probate Court 
and the personal tax returns made by 
the administrators of those estates. 

This comparison, the Assessor today 


told a Post-Dispatch reporter, will be 
submitted to the Board of Equalization, 
when it meets in March, so that the 
board may alter any sworn returns 
which do not tally with the taxable 
personal property listed in inventories 
of estates. 
ST Specific Cases. 

In the 87 specific cases of tax dodg- 
ing disclosed by the Post-Dispatch, in 
its issues of June 22, July 21. and Jan. 
8, it was shown that out of a total of 
$13,981,723 of taxable personal property, 
Par value, only $2,221,065 was returned 
for taxation. Personal property of pa" 
value of $11,760,668, owned vy &7  per- 
sons, is thus shown by the records to 
have egcaped taxation, resulting in a 
loss of more than $225,000 in annual rev- 
enue to the city. 

Una a State law it is compulsory for 
the Probate Court clerk to notify the 
Tax Assessor of every estate recorded, 
and to give the Assessor the names of 
administrators appointed under the 
terms of tha will, or by the Probate 
Judge. 

The administrator of each estate is 
required to make a sworn return of the 
personal property of an estate. If the 
administrator fails to make a return, an 
arbitrary assessment can be made at the 
Assessor's office, and the amount of the 
tax doubled as a penalty. 

“At this time I cannot tell whether 
administrators of estates have reported 
as much personalty for taxation as the 
inventories published in the Post-Dis- 
patch show," Assessor Schramm said. 
“The tax books will be opened to the 
public om March 6, and these returns 
then can be publicly compared. If ad- 
ministrators claim to have disbursed an 
estate, the Board of Equalization may 
summon them and question them on this 
point.’’

The time for filing tax re- 
turns expired Dec. 31, and those es- 
tates on which no return has been 
made can be doubled in assessment 
by the Assessor, who, by an inspec- 
tion of Probate Court records, can 
obtain concrete evidence of the 
amount of personal property owned 
by each estate.

FOR THE MURDER 
UF GOL. WALKER 


Hearing at Bowling Green Be- 
gins and Case Against Louis- 
jana Man Is Outlined.

And if it must burst, I want it to buret 
when I am nearer home. So I switched 
him off to the St. Louis convention.

GUARDIAN OF GIRL 


Fight for Possession of Marie 
Angelica Meiggs Renewed 
in Clayton Court. 


Another step in the fight of two sis- 
ters for custody of Marie Angelica 
Meiggs, a 16-year-old Spanish girl, was 
taken at Clayton yesterday when: Miss 
Mary Carnahan of Glendale filed in the 
Probate Court a petition asking that her 
sister, Mrs. Sara A. Gaines, a social 
service worker, be removed as Miss 
Meiggs’ guardian.

In her petition Miss Carnahan alleges 
Mrs. Gaines is of an imperious nature, 
easily provoked to incontrollable anger, 
impatient and irritable, and that she 
has a family of five boys, ranging in 
years from 9 to 17. She states that Mra 
Gaines’ work, as secretary of the St. 
Louis County Welfare Association, takes 
her away from home every day and 
often at night, and also that Mrs 
Gaines’ husband, J. Allison Gaines, is 
away during the day and frequently at 
night. 

Miss Carnahan asserts that she has 
pewer of attorney over the girl, given 


tu her by another sister, Miss Grace Car- 


nahan, now teaching school at Lima, 
Peru, where Miss Meigss formerly lived. 
Miss Meiggs came into the Carnahan 
family in 1912, when her father, a rail- 
road construction engineer, ‘trans- 
ferred” her to Miss Grace Carnahan, 
who sent the child to the United States 
in the care of a steamship captain, so 
that she could be educated in English 
in St. Louis County. 

Gaines, talking for his wife, denied, 
Miss Carnahan’s charges. He said Mrs.

everything all right,’ and then said ‘all 
right then.’ ”’ 

The prosecutor said that it would be 
proved that about 9:30 o’clock that night 
Wilkins and Walker were seen walking 
from Wilkins’ house to Walkers’ office 
and that Walker appeared ill, that his 
shirt was ruffled and his vest open, 


while Wilkins seemed to be supporting 


him. 

The prosecutor told of Wilkins and 
Walker being found together in Walk- 
er’s office and of a physician being sum- 
moned, who found that Walker had a 
bullet wound in the left side of the 
abdomen. 

“The evidence will show,’’ McGinnis 
added, ‘‘that the bullet had passed only 
through Walker’s shirt, and that he had 
been disrobed at the time he was shot. 
The bullet did not pass through his coat, 
vest or trousers.” 

Wilkins’ Lawyer Speaks. 

Ras Pearson, chief counsel for Wil- 
kins, asked for the privilege of speaking 
at once for the defense, instead of wait- 
ing until the close of the prosecution 
He opened by saying that he had hoped 
the prosecution would make a fair state- 
ment of facts. The Court sustained a 
series of objections raised by the prose- 
cutor to Pearson’s remarks. 

Finally Pearson said that Wilkins was 
born and raised in Pike County, and 
had three small children. 

“Walker was a man of strong charac- 
ter,”” added Pearson. “He had many 
friends, many enemies. He knew best 
«f all how he was wounded, and ne re- 
peatedly said that Fred Wilkins was in 
ni way to blame for his death. While on 
the operating table Walker said, ‘Gentle- 
men, I want you to understand that if 
the worst comes toe the worst, that 
Fred Wilkins is not to blame.’ ”’ 

Wilkins’ counsel said that just before 
Walkers’ death he said in the presence 
of 20 witnesses: “It's a lonesome, lone- 
some old journey I have to go alone. 
Don't you ory, Fred (meaning Wilkins). 
You are not to blame; it was purely an 
accident.” ‘ 

Fred Tumulty, a member of the 
Louisiana police force, was the first 
witness called. The prosecutor said 
he Ras been unable to find Frank 
Washington, a negro, who at the 
preliminary hearing testifie4 that he 
heard a shot in Wilkins’ house the 
night of the sheoting and later saw 
Walker leave the house supported 
by some man.

REALTY MEN FIGHT 


BILL FOR CUTTING 
OF WEEDS BY CITY 


Attorney for Exchange Contends 
Measure Would Be Hardship 
on Vacant Lot Owners. 


Real estate dealers appeared before 
the Public Welfare Committee of the 
Board of Aidermen yesterday afternoon 
in opposition to the bill authorizing the 
Health Department to have the weeds 
cut.on vacant lots at the expense of the 
owners. 

Warren McGinnis, attorney for the 
Real Estate Exchange, was the principal 
speaker. He contended that the bill 
would work an unnecessary hardship on 
lot owners and suggested that if the cut- 
ting of weeds is necessary as a health 
measure and for the promotion of the 
public welfare, it should be paid for out 
of the general revenue, as the cleaning 
of the streets is paid for. 

Lot owners, he contended, were not 
more responsible for the weeds that 
grow on their lots than for the dirt that 
accumulated on the street. Weeds grew 
as dirt accumulated and the lot owners 
were not to blame. 

Gerald B. O'Reilly, a member of the 
Real Estate Exchange, spoke in the 
same strain. 

Dr. G. A. Jordan, Assistant Health 
Commisiosner, argued that the samé 
duty rested upon let owners to keep 
their lots free of weeds as rested upon 
the householder to keep his premises in 
arder and not allow anything to accu- 
mulate which would create a nuisance. 
It was his opinion that the passage of 
the ordinance would obviate the need for 
its enforcement. Owners, he thought, 
would cut their own weeds rather than 
have the city do it and send them the 
bill. The result would be that the weed 
nuisance would be abated. 

Dr. Jordan insisted that cutting weeds 
was not a hardship. Any lot owner, he 
said, could keep down the weeds by giv- 
ing an hour’s attention now and then to 
the lots owned by him. 

The committee did not decide what 
recommendation it will make. It is ex- 
pected that the bill will be passed. 

It also authorizes the city to have 
snow and ice removed from sidewalks 
at the expense of property owners.

PARIS, Jan. 12.—Numerous' ex- 
tracts from documents seized at Sa- 
loniki, when the Consuls of the Teu- 
tonie allies were arrested there re- 
cently, are printed here.

After being brought to St. Lous 
handcuffed, Edward Schiott, & years 
old, of Fitchburg, Miss., at police head- 
quarters today iaughed in the tace of 
Marshal Jacob Noland of Branson, Mo., 
and admitted to detectives here that he 
had blackened his on reputation Mm 
various wars because he liked the food 
served to him by Noland itn the Bran- 
gon Jail. 

When Noland brought Schictt to &t. 
Louis he believed he was one of two 
men who held up and robbed Frederick 
H. Kuhimann in Kubhlmann’s salcon at 
3300 North Fourteenth street, Dec. @ 
last. Before leaving Sranson, Schiett 
nad made an affidavit that he was one 
of the robbers. Today he said he knaw 
nothing of the Kubimann robbery and 
made the affidavit because he wanted 
to come to St. Louis after he had worm 
gut his welcome in the Branson Jail. 

The St. Louis Taxpayers’ Federation 
has offered a reward of $250 for the cap- 
ture of the Kuhlmann robbers. 

Schiott appeared in Branson two weeks 
ago and told Marshal Noland he was 
Edward Murray, an army deserter. 
Scenting a $0 reward, Noland put 
Schiott tn jail and wrote to the War 
Department. Circulars containing ple- 
tures of two deserters named Ed Mur- 
ray came from Washington. Neither 
picture was that of the prisoner. 

Schiott then told Noland he had ¢es- 
caped from the Columbus (O. )}eniten- 
lary. Noland continued to feel Schiott 
while he tried to verify this. He found 
it was not true. Schilott next told Nea. 
land he had escaped from the Govern- 
ment penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth. 
More languishing in jail and more good 
food. The story wasn't true. 

Noland by this time had spent more 
than $40 on his prisoner In the way of 
food, lodging, letters and telegrams. He 
threatened to turn Schilott loose. Then 
Schlott played his trump card. He told 
his story of complicity in the Kuhimann 
robbery. 

With another reward in sight Noland 
handcuffed his prisoner and brought 


him to St. Louis. 
Kuhimann went to police headquar- 


ters today and said the prisoner was 
not one of the men that robbed. him. 

The St. Louis police suggested Notan4 
to take Schiott back to Branson and 
charge him with making a false affi- 
davit. 

“Not much,” sald Noland. “I'm tired 
of feeding him.” Schilott is held for 
further investigation. He has had sev~- 
éral meals at public expense since he 
came to St. Louis.

ANGES IN OFFER 
~ OF PARK ADDITION 


Exemption From Special Taxes 
Barrier Against Acceptance of 
40 Acres at Chain of Rocks. 


The Glasgow estate’s offer of 40 acres 
of land as a southern extension of Wa- 
terworks Park. at the Chain of Rocks, 
will be discussed by the Board of Put- 
lic Service with the prospective donors. 
An attempt will be made to get the 
rroperty for the city, by concessions 
which will be fair to the owners, and 
which, at the same time, will not vioiate 
the city’s established policy. 

The chief matter to be adjusted is the 
requirement of the present owners that 
they shall be exempted from special tax 
assessments on their property adjoining 
the tract which they propose tc give the 
city. 

This is taken to mean that the city 
would have to pay the greater part of 
the cost of sewe- building, whenever 
sewers are placed in that district. 

Explains Water Demands. 

John B. Denvir Jr.,; attorney for the 
owners, pointed out today the meaning 
of the request as to water rates. The 
Glasgow estate does not ask that occu- 
pants of houses on its property be ex- 
empt from payment of water rates, but 
it asks that water be furnished to them, 
with the same pressure, as in other 
sections, and that the rates charged 
them be the same. This would include 
the furnishing of water to a number of 
hoes in St. wouis County. Whether the 


Icity can collect water rates from indi- 


viduals living outside the city limits, 
may be a matter for legal inquiry. 

As epresented to the Board of Public 
Service at yesterday’s meeting, by Carr 
Lane Glasgow, the proposal was to do- 
nete 4 acres, with a frontage of some 
4100 feet on Riverview Drive, to the city 
for park use.. West of this tract, the 
donors would dedicate an additional strip 
approximately 6000 feet long, .with a 
width of 60 feet south of the park and 
30 feet where it lay beside the park, the 
other 30 feet for the roadway to be ta- 
ken from within the park. The city 
would be required to build this road, 
with bituminized macadam or other 
first-class surface, and to install a wa- 
ter line along the roadway, with per- 
mission to the donors of the parksite to 
connect, and to obtain water by paying 
the regular rate. This roadway should 
be completed, and the water service in- 
stalled, by Jan. 1 next. 

Connection With Roadway. 

The donors, it is stipulated, shall have 
the right to connect with the new road, 
on the west, by roads leading into the 
county. The city is to agree not to 
plaee any buildings on the park site of 
sufficient height to obstruct the view 
from the public road, and to devote the 
park site to park purposes. The city is

provements. The donors also wish to 
reserve the right of way across the 
park site and road, for underground con- 
duits and piping. 

The arrangement, the proposed donors 
state, is one of mutual advantage, the 
city getting a park addition twice the 
size of the present park, and a driveway 
of exceptional beauty. The donors will 
benefit by the opening of the hilltop 
land to public access, and by the in- 
crease in value through the proximity 
of the park. 

President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service estimates the cost of the 
road and water main as $390,000. The 
value of the tract offered is figured from 
$40,000 up, and J. H. Gundlach said he 
thought it worth $100,000. In case the 
park is extended, the adjoining property 
of the Glasgow estate would have in- 
creased value for residence or resort 
hotel purposes. 


AUSTRIAN SURRENDERS HERE 
ON A SMUGGLING CHARGE 


Albert B. Brull Says He Is Willing to 

Face Canadian Accusation as 

to Diamonds. 

Albert B. Brull, an Austrian, of Toron- 
to, Canada, sufrendered to the United 
States Marshal in the Federal] Building 
today and expressed his willingness to 
face a charge of smuggling diamonds 
into the United States from Canada. He 
was released on a $750 bond. 

Federal officials had been looking for 
Brull, following his arrest and releas» 
by the police Monday night. Brull was 
arrested at the American Hote! on a 
telegram from the police of Toronto, 
who said he was wanted there for stea!- 
ing diamonds. He convinced’ the police 
this charge was a ruse to get him back 
into Canada to make him serve in the 
British army. 

When Federal authorities learned he 
had valuable diamonds a warrant charg- 
ing him with smuggling was issued.

$75,000 IN 700 
UNCLAIMED BANK 
ACCOUNTS INSTATE 


Largest Single Amount, $8802, 
Held Here for G. H. Suver, 
Who Died in 1887. 


Seven hundred accounts in Missouri 

State banks and trust companies, 4&- 
gregating about $75,000, which have been 
unclaimed for more than five years, 
were made public today by State Bank 
Commissioner J. T. Mitchell. No ac- 
counts in national banks are included, 
because the State Bank Commissioner 
has no jurisdiction over them. 
’ The list is made public in accordance 
with the provisions of the new banking 
law, enacted by the last Legislature. If 
the deposit remains unclaimed. it contin- 
ues to be a deposit in the banking in- 
stitution, drawing interest in cost cases, 
and must continue to be published as 
unclaimed once every five years. 

The published list includes deposits 
ranging in amount from $5 to $8802. The 
largest is in two accounts aggregating 
$3802 deposited in the German Savings 
Institution and the Boatmen’s Bank 
by G. H. Suver in 1887. Suver is dead. 
Within the last year his heirs found a 
letter written by him a short time be- 
fore his death telling of the deposits. 
The letter had been misplaced and for- 
gotten. The heirs are attempting to 
prove their right to the money.

SCHOOL BUILDINGS 
USE FOR MEETINGS 


Board’s Resolution, Strictly In- 
terpreted, Bars All but 
Teachers and Patrons. 


The Board of Education last night 
adopted a resolution restricting the use 
of public school buildings to organiza- 
tions having a connection with the 
“educational purposes for which the 
buildings are erected.’”” The resolution 
Was the result of a formal opinion by 
Robert Burkham, attorney for the 
board, that it had no authority to per- 
mit the use of buildings for other pur- 
poses. 

Burkham's opinion construed a law 
passed by the last Legislature permit- 
ting the use of buildings for general 
meetings, but excluding St. Louis school 
buildings from its provisions. 

The resolution, if construed literally, 
would limit the use of buildings to 
teachers’ and school patrons’ associa- 
tions. 

Rules to Be Prepared. 

Dr. Henry L. Wolfner, chairman of 
the building committee of the board, 
said after last night's meeting that rules 
governing the use of buildings would be 
prepared, and that until they were 
ready only teachers’ and school patrons’ 
associations would be permitted to use 
the buildings. 

Burkham, when seen this morning by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, refused to de- 
fine the term ‘educational purposes for 
which the buildings aré erécted.”’ 

“That is a question which Supt. 
Blewett and the Building Commissioner 
must decide,”” Burkham said. ‘That 
term was used in the Supreme Court 
decision which was most directly to the 
point in this controversy and T used it 
in my opinion.’’ 

Burkham said that while there was no 
penalty in the statute which, he said, 


use of buildings for other than educa- 
tional purposes, he was certain that the 
Superintendent and Building Commis- 
sioner would comply with the law. 
Could Not Be Punished. 

If they should give a wide interpreta- 
tion to the words “educational pur- 
poses,"’ however, Burkham said, they 
could not be punished in any manner, 
even if they should overstep the limits 
of the statute.

Priest Allowed Thirty Days to Prove 

That Crime V/as Manslaughter.

GARRISON REJECTS 
HAY'S SUBSTITUTE 
FOR ARMY PLAN 


War Department to Insist on Ad- 
ministration Plan for Increas- 
ing Military Forces. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 12.—Secretary 
Garrison has indicated that the opposi- 
tion of Representative Hay, chairman of 


the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, to the administration’s plan for 
strengthening the army, will not alter 
the War Department's insistence on the 
plan, in substance at:least. Hearings on 
the army bill were resumed before Kep- 
resentative Hay’s committee today. 

At the White House yesterday Hay 
told the President he favored patsage 
of a militia pay bill, with a contractual 
provision that state soldiers who should 
draw pay from the Federal Government 
would be required to serve in the regu- 
lar army in time of war. 

He also proposed that present organi- 
zations of the army be brought up to 
he said, would fur- 
nish the number of men thought neces- 
sary by Secretary Garrison without. any 
large addition of officers or increase of 
overhead charges. 

Secretary Before Committee. 

The administration plan, which Secre- 
tary Garrison told the Military Com- 
mittee had the entire approval of Pres- 
ident Wilson, would provide for addi- 
tional regular organizations to bring the 
total force up to 141,000, as compared 
with approximately 100,000 at present. 
This would mean, he said, in his testi- 
mony, approximately 800 additiona! of- 
ficers, who would be needec to train 
the continental force. 

The Secretary, as well as Major-Gen- 
eral Scott, Chief of Staff, and other 
army authorities have declared that no 
proposal to employ national guardsmen 
as first line troops would be worked 
out which should not give the Federal 
Government absolute jurisdiction over 
them in peace as well as in war times. 

The announcement of Representative 
Hay was not a surprise to War Depart- 
ment officials, although he recently 
drew, for the committee’s consideration, 
a tentative bill which included the con- 
tinental army scheme. This was_before 
Congress assembled and after confer- 
ences with the President and Secretary 
Garrison. The bill, however, did not 
carry out the administration's plan for 
the regular army and added a militia 
pay feature not favored by the War De- 
partment. | 

A wholly different scheme, contem- 
plating more than doubling the reg- 
ular army, has been proposed by Sen- 
ator Chamberlain, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Military Committee, in a tentative 
bill prepared for consideration by his 
committee, which has not yet- taken up 
its work. 


Full Program Unlikely to Pass. 
It is apparent even to tne supporters 


of the President that the military proj- 
ect outlined by him will not be provided 
by Congress in_ the substantial form 
urged. Aside from the opposition to the 
general plan of preparedness which he 
has deemed urgent to recommend, a 
«xoeod many members of his party in the 
lewer house are opposed to specific 
features of it. Forty-two members, 
headed by Claude Kitchin of North Car- 
citna, the titular leader of the House, 
have declared their opposition to it. 

As the Democratic majority is only 
23, the loss of 42 votes is likely to prove 
a serious matter. Added to the 196 Re- 
publican votes—if the Republicans shall 
finally conclude to oppose the military 
program because of some political ex- 
igency not contemplated in the general 
scheme of the Republicans to vote for 
increases in both the army and navy— 
there will be enough votes against the 
army bill to defeat it. 

The President's friends in the lower 
heuse who are fully cognizant of those 
conditions already have begun to discuss 
the advisability of modifying the plan 
eG as to overcome controlling objections 
to it. |

That Otto Stein Jr. is. one of the 
best bowlers developed in this city 
in a long time is shown clearly by his 
record for special matches during the 
past three weeks, during which time 
he hs’ defeated Harry Deen and Char- 
ley Vandewater and has been beaten 
by Jules Schmitt. In the 30 games, 
Stein has toppled 5781 pins, which 
gives him an average of 192 7-10. In 
the Major City League, in which he 
is a member of the Washington five, 
he has an average over the 180 mark 
for the season. 

Stein did not come into his own un- 
til the match with Harry Deen. Just 
before this he had been beaten by Os- 
car Whitehead. Although he trounced 
Deen, 1857-1737, he did his poorest 
work in this match, his average be- 
ing 185 7-10. 

Against Vandewater he averaged 
better than 200, beating his rival 
2007-1883. Although he did 191 7-10 
against Jules Schmitt, he was beaten 
by 27 pins, 1944-1917. 

In the 30 games he has gone over 
200 nine times, while his high mark 
was 225. He grabbed off a total of 
this kind against Deen, while he also 
had a 225 in the Schmitt match. 


Stein and Clary Paired 


Before the single match craze hit 
the local pin topplers, Stein paired 
with Morris Clary in the special two- 


man matches. In this form of rolling 
Stein also made a good record, being 
mainly responsible for several of the 
teams’ victories. 

In tournament rolling, Stein to date 
has done nothing worth while, never 
landing near the top of the list. He 
expects to get going in the coming 
city. events and in the A. B. C. tour- 
ney in Toledo. 

Next Sunday, Stein will be 
touth customer when he tackles Brace Jar- 
rett in a 10-game total-pins-to-count match 
t Peterson's.

the Finance Committee. 

Collectively the Du Ponts have made 
more money since the war began than 
has any other group of financiers or 
business men in the world. They have 
made money faster than it ever was 
accummulated by the Standard Oil 
party, or even by the Rothschilds after 
the battle of Waterloo. 

Net Equally Divided. 

But the money has not been equally 
divided, so some members of the family 
claim, and they have gone to court to 
find out if they cannot share in the 
enormous appreciation in value of the 
company's shares, which has added at 
least $50,000,000 to the fortunes of Pierre 
S. du Pont, president of the company, 
and his intimates in the family circle 

The trouble started when T. Coleman 
du Pont, then president of the Du Pont 
Nemours Powder Co., thought it ad- 
visable to sell his stock in the powder 
company and use his money to complete 
the great Equitable Building in New 
York and for other purposes. He had 
more than 64,000 shares of the common 
stock and enough of the preferred so 
that, taking his common at $200, he 
obtained $14,000,000. That stock now has 
a market value of $60,000,000 and hand- 
some dividends have been paid on it 
meanwhile. 

PrP. F. du Pont Started Row. 

Philip F. du Pont of Merion, Pa., was 
the first to start the row over the spoils 
accruing from the war contracts,

American concerns are told that Great 
Britain desires certain limts of thetr 
stockholders, the name, nationality anda 
address of each and the number of 
shares of stock owned by each, The cor- 
porations are also informed that the 
British Government desires a list of 
their clients and to be kept informed of 
all changes in this list. 

Attention is called to the amended act 
which authorizes the King, at his dis- 
cretion, to prohibit by proclamation any 
British subject from trading with any 
corporation outside the British domin- 
ions which does business with or Has 
associated with it an enemy of Great 
Britain. 

The corporations which have rece ved 
this request were nearly panic stricken 
yesterday. Names of those who have 
atready received it are withheld from 
publication upon their own request. 

Their officials stated frankly to «°- 
porters that they dare not author'z2 
publication of the communications from 
their own agents containing Great Brit- 
ain’s “request,”” because they felt as- 
sured that such publication would anaey 
the British Government, and resu't {1 
their being blacklisted. 


Directer Meetings Held. 
Meetings of directors of several of 


these corporations were held yesterdas 
ty discuss the situation, and tv decide 
upon some source of action, The result 
of these meetings, as far as it was pos- 
sible to learn, was indecisive. Offic‘'ala 
of the corporations gave it as their be- 
lief that no reply would be made until 
the question was laid before Secretary 
Lansing, and the aid of the State De- 
partment sought.

They figure that if all Ameri- 
can corporations would agree to make 
no reply to the request for information, 
Great Britain would be left without 
pretext for blacklisting any particular 
one, and inasmuch as she must have our 
copper, the British Government could 
not prohibit dealing with all.
